Students O.K. Five 
Amendments By Vote 


Five amendments were inserted 
in the Sacramento State Coliege 
Student Association Constitution 
as a result of the May 19 voting. 
The constitution now describes the 
Interclub Council as being “com- 
posed of the president or the offi- 
cial representative of the recog- 
nized on-campus organizations.” 
The president of the SSCSA or a 
member of the Executive Council 
appointed by him will also hold 
membership in the ICC. 

According to the new additions, 
the members of the ICC “may elect 
or prescribe the procedure for 
electing” their own officers. 

The Chairman of the ICC will 
preside at all the meetings of the 
group and will hold a vote, but no 
veto power. The Chairman will ap- 
point a secretary from among the 
members and “shall serve as liason 
officer “between the 
Council and the ICC.”
